^HE  “Sons  of  Neptune”  team  is  composed  of  former  members  of  the 
“Oregon  Red  Devils”  life  saving  team,  each  of  whom  has  had  at 
least  five  years  of  training  in  this  type  of  work.  They  are  all  experts 
in  life  saving  tactics,  one  of  the  requirements  being  that  each  man 
must  be  a  member  of  the  American  Red  Cross  Life  Saving  Service. 
This  team  specializes  in  aquaplaning,  or  as  is  more  commonly  known, 
surf  board  riding,  but  they  excell  also  in  watermanship,  one  of  their 
members,  Kenneth  Lawrence,  being  the  Pacific  Northwest  breast 
stroke  champion.  The  team  is  captained  by  Fred  Boales  of  Portland, 
who  is  owner  of  the  boats  “King  Neptune”  and  "Red  Devil”  with  which 
these  boards  are  pulled.  Mr.  Boales  is  an  expert  in  speed  boat  maneuv¬ 
ering  and  will  give  several  exhibitions  in  this  art.  The  team  consists 
of  the  following  men:  Fred  Boales,  Captain;  Cldye  Bassler,  Howard 
Bouchor,  Fred  Lawrence,  Kenneth  Lawrence,  George  Newells,  Melvin 
Curtis  and  Walter  Koohot.

The  brigantines  of 
these  robbers  of  the  deep  were  gorgeously  painted  in  various  colors, 
and  with  their  brightly  colored  sails  made  a  very  elaborate  picture. 
The  oars  of  the  galleys  of  by-gone  pirates  were  often  trimmed  with 
silver  and  gold.  But  the  outstanding  picture  of  these  ships  of  splendor 
was  the  black  flag  bearing  the  white  skull  and  crossbones.  This  insignia 
of  the  corsairs  of  the  seas  denotes  boldness,  cunning,  cruelty  and  thiev¬ 
ery.  Freebooters  under  the  able  leadership  of  such  pirates  as  “Red- 
Beard,”  a  corsair  king,  would  attack  a  fleet  of  merchant  vessels  to 
rob,  pilfer,  kill  and  destroy. 

But  these  pirates  did  not  spend  all  their  time  roving  the  seas, 
plundering,  pilfering,  torturing  and  killing.  They  spent  their  days  of 
rest  and  play  at  a  rendezvous  on  shore.  The  Pirates’  Den  is  where  they 
congregated  to  brag  and  boast  of  their  deeds  of  daring  and  terror. 
Their  plans  of  attacking  wealthy  merchant  vessels  were  organized  here. 
They  also  played;  they  danced,  they  gambled,  they  drank.  The  Pirates’ 
Den  was  a  place  of  relaxation,  play  and  good  times. 

You  too  can  have  that  fun  at  the  Pirates’  Den  during  the  Astoria 
Regatta.  There  will  be  plenty  of  entertainment  for  both  young  and  old, 
suitable  to  the  tastes  of  each  individual.  Games  of  chance,  side  shows 
and  a  jitney  dance.  Fun  for  all  and  all  for  fun.  See  to  it  that  your 
friends  and  visitors  have  a  chance  to  play  at  the  Pirates’  Den  in  the 
Auditorium  Dance  Hall  Building.  This  one  of  the  highlights  of  this 
year’s  Regatta.  Remember,  each  evening  the  Pirates’  Den  will  be  wide 
open.  Play,  dance  and  make  merry. 


^LDEST  American  city  on  the  Pacific  coast,  Astoria  is  in  one 
sense  the  newest  and  most  modern.  Founded  in  1811,  the 
business  section  of  the  city  was  entirely  destroyed  by  a  confla¬ 
gration  December  8,  1922,  and  has  since  been  wholly  recon¬ 
structed.  according  to  the  most  modern  practice  in  city  planning 
and  building. 

Astoria  was  found  in  1811  by  a  trading  party  sent  out  by 
John  Jacob  Astor  of  New  York,  after  whom  the  settlement  was 
r.a;-.-:rd.  At  that  time  there  w^as  no  American  settlement  w'est 
of  the  Mississippi  river. 

The  Columbia  river,  at  the  mouth  of  which  the  city  stands, 
was  discovered  in  1792  by  Captain  Robert  Gray  of  Boston,  sailing 
the  ship  Columbia. 


The  site  where  the  city  was  later  established  was  visited  in 
1805  by  the  Lewis  and  Clai’k  expedition.  After  the  founding  of  the 
city  by  the  Astor  party  it  was  seized  by  the  British  in  the  War 
of  1812  and  renamed  Fort  George.  Restored  to  the  United  States 
by  the  Treaty  of  Ghent,  it  has  since  remained  an  increasingly 
important  center  of  American  life  on  the  Pacific  coast. 


^STORIA  was  one  of  the  few  Pacific  coast  ports  between 

the  Golden  Gate  and  Puget  Sound  to  be  honored  by  a 
visit  from  the  famous  U.  S.  frigate  Constitution,  central 
figure  in  many  heroic  naval  battles  of  the  early  days  of 
our  country. 

A  matter  of  interest  is  that  the  huge  timbers  from 
which  the  Constitution’s  spars  were  cut,  were  cut  in  Clatsop 
county  forests  and  milled  at  Westport,  a  short  distance 
east  of  Astoria.  When  the  old  ship  was  being  reconstructed 
the  contractors  came  to  Oregon  for  the  big  timbers  neces¬ 
sary  for  her  huge  masts. 
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
